ISSUE OF BONDS EXPECTED To 
FIND PROMPT SALE. 

City Attorney Believes Premium 

Will be ‘Twenty-five Thousand, 

President of Water Board Looks for 

Par—Under Present State Law 


| The Owens River water bonds, now 
being lithographed, will come from the 
hands of the printers about October 
26, ready for signing by the Mayor, the 
City Clerk and the City Treasurer. As 
there are 1000 bonds of $1000 value each 
and 1006 bonds of $500 value each, 6000 
signatures will be required to make the 
issue’ of . $1,500,000 saleable. The bonds 
are now, being advertised for sale, and 
bids will be received up to 10 o'clock 
on the morning of Wednesday, Novem- 
ber is expected to have the sale 
money in harid by December 1, for use. 
City Attorney Mathews said iast night 
that he believes the issue will sell at a 
total premium of at least $25,000. J. M. 
Eliott, president of the First National 
Bank and of the Board of Water Com- 
missioners, does not expect any pre- 
mium. Discussing the matter fer The 
Times last night, Mr. Elliott -said: . 

“I anticipate that the bonis will 
find @ prompt market, but I hardly ex- 
pect them to command a premium. I 
think they will go at par. This is not 
the best season in the year for the sale 
of municipal bonds. Eastern money— 
he issue will not be bought in the 
West, for reasons that are known— 
at this time of the year is pretty well 
engaged. The moving of crops, for 
one thing, is responsible for engaging 
capital which at other seasons would 
be naturally available for bond opera- 
tions. Another circumstance which 
will militate against a premium pur- 
chase is the State law of California, 
which prohibits the depositing of public 
moneys with banks except as ‘special’ 
deposits. A special deposit is one 
which cannot legally be thrown into 
circulation, but must be preserved in- 
tact for actual return om call. Bond 
buyers on general principles are iess 
friendiy to the purchase of municipal 
bonds ander such a resiriction, know- 
ing that the money. expended by them 
cannot be placed in general circulation 
until expended. _ | 

“There is every reason to Hope fhat 
the next seasion of the California Leg- 
isiature will remedy this unfortunate

STREETHOT 
IN DEMAND. 


Two Railroads Seek Spur 
Track Rights, 


Southern Pacific and Santa 
Fe in a Contest. 


No Protest by Eighth W ard 
| Property Owners. 


Will the Santa Fé or the .Southern 
Pacific acquire the right to build a 
railway spur on Jackson street? 

This question ts agitating the resi- 
dents of the Eight Ward, and appar- 
ently the management of the com- 
panies, as their agents have been very 


to their petitions for the franchise. 

Today the matter will come up for a 
hearing before the Board of Public 
Works. 

The Santa Fé has looked with covet- 
ous eyes on Jackson street, it is said, 
ever since it became obvious that this 
section of the city is to be a great 
warehouse and factory. dstrict. 

Some time ago a movement was 
started, alleged to have been inspired 
Dy the Santa Fé people, for the open- 
ing of Jackson street through to Ala- 
meda. At present theré is a break in 
the street between Amelia and Lafay- 
ette. This is the section which it is 
proposed to secure so that the street 
from the Santa Fé 
main tracks near the river, to Alameda 
street. f 

The proposition met with favor 
among the property owners, and was 
humerbdusly signed. The expectation 
was that the improvement would, be 
made in the usual way, the property 
abutting on the street to be assessed. 

ENTER TWO RAILROADS. 

Later, it is said, the Santa Fé made 
known its desire of securing a right of 
way for a track on the street. | 

Then the Southern Pacific agents en- 
tered the field and circulated a peti- 
tion, asking that it be given the right 
of way, and agreeing to stand all the 
cost of the proposed improvement if 
granted the desired franchise. This 
petition, it is said, has been largely 
signed by residents, who believe that 
if the railway company is to have the 
use of the street it should pay for 
the opening. 

Yesterday the Santa Fé agents met 
this situation with a similar proposal, 
and now it is simply a fight as to 
which one will get the franchise. 

There will be no formal protest from 
the Eighth Ward people against the 
right of way being granted to one or 
the other company. 

When the Santa Fé railway first be- 
gan to seek extra trackage in the lo- 
cality, and tried to secure Commervcial 
street, there was an indignant protest 
from property owners of that district. 

However, the company succeeded in 
its plans and now has a track runing 
from its main line, near the Los An- 
geles River, on Commercial as far ae 
the Maier & Zobelein brewery. It also 
has the right of way on Commercial as 
far westward as the Pacific Bilectric 
warehouse. 

The Santa Fé tater acquired track- 
age rights on Center street to Ban- 
ning, and on Banning street to the Los 
Angeles BSoap Works. 

CHANGE OF SENTIMENT. 

Then, it is said, a reversion of sen- 
tment came to the Bighth Warders, 
They began to realize, when Banning- 
street frontage jumped up to a price 


10f $100 a front foot, that they were 


in line for warehouses and factories, 
and that their property would be more 
valuable for this purpose than for 
little cottages. 

To begin with, the Eighth Ward Im- 
provement Association was inclined tv 
enake a bitter fight against these en- 
croachments of railroad trackage in the 
street. Now the association is ac- 
quiescent. In fact, it will encour: 
the idea of the location of large ware- 
houses and factories. ‘]t sees the hand- 
writing on the wall and the increase 
in property valuations which is sure 
to follow this transformation. 

Rev. Dana Bartlett, president of the 
Eighth Ward Improvement Association, 
said last night: “We shall not appear 
to protest against the granting of this 
right of way. In fact, we look upon 
it with favor. The association does not 
favor either railway company. Which- 
ever one gets the franchise is ikmmu- 
terial to us; but in any event, it means 
the development of this neighborhood 
as a factory district. 

PROTECT SMALL OWNERS. 

“IT understand the opening of several 
important industrial concerns is coa- 
tingent upon the granting of the right 
te" placé trackage on Jackson street. 
What we shall do now fs to look aftr 
the small property owner, and see that 
he is protected in getting fair prices 
for his property—that no scheme is 
played whereby he is tied up before 
he realizes the value of his holdings. 
“This will enable these smail owners 
to sell out to the manufacturing con- 
cerns and warehouse companies at 
prices which will enable them to buy’ 
in other sections of the city where 
lands are to be had at low rates; and 
it will forward the inevitable destiny of 
this district ag a manufacturing center.

OT MURDERED 
BY THE YAQUIS. 


MISSING AMERICANS MAY BE 
SAFE IN INDIAN TOWN. 


Theory That They May Have Been 
Drowned-on Way to Tiburon Island. 
Two Pairs of Human Hands Found 
Nailed to Tree are Those of Un- 
known Mexicans. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
TUCSON (Ariz.) Oct..4.—Nothing of 
news has come from Sonora concern- 
ing the Grindell party, save denial of 
the story that Americans had been 
kiiel by the Yaquis. Two pairs of 
bodiless hands fourm nailed to a tree 
in the Indian country are those of 
Mexicans of unknown identity. 

The most plausible guess concerning 
the fate of the party is that it started 
in a native canoe from the mainiand 
for Tiburon Island at a time when the 
giant tides of the upper Californian 
guif were running and that the canoe 
was overturned and the voyagers 
drowned. 

There is little fear that the men have 
been murdered by Indians. Indeed, 
they may be found comfortably estab- 
lished in orfe of the many villages of 
friendly Indians along the coast. The 
Americans had intended to start down 
the coast In boats from Port Libertad, 
a village which had been deserted be- 
fore thele arrival. Hence there 
doubt whether they found boats or

on land toward Tiburon.

OOSEVELT AND THE SENATE. 
During the summer interim the 
President of the United States has 
been almost the busiest man in the 
world. His time has been taken up 
with a great many big questions, the 
considerations of which have been un/ 
expectedly thrust upon him. Congress 
has not been in session. As a con- 
sequence the public has lost sight of 
the fact that the President and the 
lawmaking body of the nation have 
in them possibilities of great enter- 
tainment when they come in contact 
with each other next December. 
In the parlance of the prize ring, 
the President and the Fifty-eighth 


Congress were in a fierce clinch when 


the gong sounded an adjournment. 
When the Fifty-ninth Congress meets 
the battle will be renewed at the 
stage where it left off. As the time for 
Congress convene approaches, ‘we 


are reminded of the struggle that so) 
deeply interested us last winter; and |. 


we find ourselves looking forward ex- 
pectantly to what may happen during 
the winter now at hand. _ 

The President's fight will be chiefly 
with the Senate. The House of Repre- 
sentatives (our American Commons,) 
composed as it is of men chosen by 
direct popular will, is certain enough 
to be in sympathy with every move- 
ment of the Executive that has for its 
object the “greatest good to the great- 
est number.” But the Senate is not 


sympathy with great many things 
| that Mr. Roosevelt advocates. Every- 


body knows this to be the fact. And 
everybody who knows the President, 
and who also knows the Senate, feels 
justified in supposing that there will 
be “something doing’ in Washington 
between the first Monday of the com- 
ing December and the Ides of March. 

The people will be with Mr. Roose- 
velt. The United States Senate, as it 
is at. present made up, does not repre- 
sent the people. Altogether too many 
of the Senators are “owned.” Too 
many of them are the mere tools of 
trusts and corporations. But he who 
runs will have no trouble to read, be- 
fore the battle ends. Theodore Roose- 
velt is a fearless and a dogged fighter. 
He knows what he wants and what 
the people want. These things he will 
have or know the reason why, and in 
his effort to get them, we shall see a 
battle well worth the time we shall 
spend in watching it. 


IGHT ON ONE POINT. 
R In his testimony on Wednesday 
John A. McCall, president of the New 
York Life Insurance Company, said 
that each year the insurance companies 
“really trembled at what they would 
have to endure the first six months of 
next year.” This statement was said 
in partial explanation of the in- 
terference made by the companies 
in State Legislatures. There_ is 
no doubt that there is a world of 
truth in this sentence. He would be 
@ person of blunted moral sentiments 
who today would stand as an apologist 
for McCall, or Thummel, or any of the 
party of conscienceless insurance man- 
agers. ‘But while this investigation is 
going on it will be just as well for the 
American people to do the work thor- 
oughly, and if the inquiries happen to 
take a wider range in some respects 


than expected, that is a point gained 


and not one lost. This thing points to 
the door of every voter in America. 
No doubt in the world much of 
the money spent by Judge Hamilton 
tn the New York Legislature and by 
his representatives in other State leg- 
islatdres was not to bring about the 
passage of laws which would be detri- 
mental to public interest, but to pre- 


.vent legislation which would be detri- 


mental to public interest. There are a 
great many persons in the country in 
close touch with business affairs on a 
large scale who know all about this. 
It is an abuse with which California 
people are particulariy familiar. There 
is scarcely a State Legislature into 
which what is known as “cinch” bills 
are not introduced. To introduce 
bills of this kind is the ambition of 
many an aspiring politician anxious 
to serve his country in framing laws. 
It is all many members of the “push” 
exact as the price of any pernicious 
activity they may have at their com- 
mand in election times. And we sit 
idly by and let corrupt politicians 
“make slates,” programme compaigns” 
and to intheir way the whole business 


of naming candidates, which is prac- 
tically dictating who shall fill the 
Offices. Politics is “dirty” and we are 
too nice to touch it with our gloved 
hands. Politics will be “dirty” so 
long as wet let unclean machine men 
do our politics. If we let these un- 
clean’ men do it all they will name 
their own kind and they will do poli- 
tics in the Legislature as they do it 
in the ward precincts. It will be 


| “dirty” all the way through. 


Put yourself in the place of these 
great corporations. They take trouble 


you, Mr. Voter, do not take. They 
_learn just what the fellow is which 


you send to the Legislature. They 
know what purpose he has in mind 
when he secks the office. They watch 
the bill he introduces. They see What 


tits purpose is. It is bad, bad for the 


corporations, bad for the stockholders, 
bad for the general public. The pub- 
lic pays no attention to these things. 
What shall the corporations do? What 
they should do is not so easily figured 
out. What they do is make up a 
“sack” between them and send a 
shrewd politician under high pay to 
the State capitol to buy the scoundrels 
off. Blackmail is the object of these 
“cinch” bills and they. almost al- 
ways bring what they call for. 

_ The mass of voters resent hotly the 
hand of railroads in politics.and in 
legislatures. If all the truth were 
well known there would be much less 
of this “pernicious activity” on the 
part of corporations, if the mass of 
voters would take proper interest in 
politics, see that capable and honest / 
men were put in office and only the 
public good aimed at in all political 
moves. Other corporations besides 
the insurance companies “really trem- 
ble” when they scan the list of mem- 
bers of a Legislature about to assem- 
ble. They know the price of every 
scoundrel reélected to make laws, 
They know, almost to a dollar, how 
much it will cost to buy off the whole 


‘gang of blackmailers, who get together 


and map out their campaign before 
the gavel falls to call their bodies to 
order. 

Mr. Voter, that is your business and 


mine, and if “thieves fall out” and we 


come more generally to understand 
our. shortcomings in politics in the 
past, our duty in politics for the fu- 
ture, it will be a large measure of 
good to the country which thus comes 
out of the insurance mess. 


R INDUSTRIAL PEACE. — 

On the fifteenth day of Novem- 
ber next the National Convention . of 
the Citizens’ Industrial. Association of 
America will meet in the city of St. 
Louis. It is expected that the meeting 
will be the greatest industrial 
gathering ever seen in this coun- 
try. Delegates will be present from 
the entire nation, and the backbone 
of America’s industries wiJl be typi- 
fied by the men who will make up the 
representation. The delegates will be 
hospitably entertained, St. Louis hav- 
ing 12,000 members of her own in the 
Association. 

Besides the good that is sure to re- 
sult from the discussions, (}e con- 
vention itself will be an event to im- 
press the country. The objects of the 
association are to secure and maintain 
the biessings of industrial freedom, 
to all who work. The right to work 
and the right of every man to sell his 
labor as he himself sees fit, without 
interference from others, is what the 
Citizens’ Industrial Association stands 
for. The principle is vital. Without 
it no kind of freedom can endure. 

The sponsers fer this great move- 
ment are the men who do things in 
America, who make the wheels go 
around, and who furnish the sinews 
of war. They are determined that the 
republic shall be freed from the men- 
ace of labor union tyranny. They 
mean to win, and they will.” 


HE GOVERNMENT PRINT-SHOP. 
The President is determined that 
the investigation of the Government 
Printing Office shall proceed to a defi- 
nite conclusion, and with as little de- 
lay as possible. An inquiry has al- 
ready been made by a special commis- 
sioner appointed by the President for 
that purpose, and his report was of 
such a nature as to result In some im- 
portant changes fn the office manage- 
ment, The next investigation is to be 
made by a committee of Congress, of 
which Representative Charles B. Lan- 
dis of Indiana is chairman. Members 
of this committee are said to hold the 
opinion that it is easily possible to 
reduce the expenses of the office by at 
least $1,000,000 per year. , 
This estimate is probably none too 
high. Government Printing Of- 
fice has for many years been one of 


the most extravagant departments of 


the government. It has afforded end- 
less opportunities for graft, and these 
opportunities, it is needless to say, 
have been taken advantage of to the 
utmost extent. It has been a source 
of graft for Congressmen, for Sena- 
tors, and for other public officials. 
Most flagrant of all, perhaps, it has

the finger of destiny. That there will

of the accepted certainties of world- 
politics. Then will come the day of 
the Pan-German seeking to extend the 
Teuton'’s sphere of influence, the day 
of the Pole struggling for freedom, the 
day of the Magyar in his pride of 
racial aloofness, and the day of the 
Slav determined that his Slovak and 
Slovene brethren shall pass under no 
yoke but his own. But, with

The Question of a Republic. 


Meanwhile the phases of the situa- 
tion change. It has to be noted that 
tne leaders of the ‘Hungarian patri- 
otic party are men of rank and title— 
Count Julius Andrassy, Francis Kos- 
suth, Baron Banffy, Count Zichy and 
Count Albert Apponyil. They are res- 
olute in the demand that In the af- 
fairs of the dual. monarchy the separ- 
ate identity of Hungary shall be ac- 
knowledged and maintained; a question 
which has now focused itself on the 
use of the Magyar language: in the 
Hungarian army. But this so-called 
coalition party makes no demand for 
an absolute separation from Austria, 
holding commercial union and’ joint 
military defense to be necessary. Nor 
do they desire to forsake the mon- 
archical system in favor of a’ Repub- 
lican order of things; in fact, they 
have threatened to withdraw from the 
present agitation should the cry of a 
republic be raised. The explanation 
is that these men are aristocrats, and 
they represent in a large measure the 
aristocratic sentiment of Hungary. 
There are some 800, titled or land- 
ed gentry in the country, and they 
are the last people in the world to 
wish for a republic that would at 
once place them in a minority, as re- 
gards the government of the country. 


The Cry for Manhood Suffrage. 


Hence the sharp position of antag- 
olism between the coalition party rep- 
resenting the landed Magyar interests 
and the Soctalistic B gt J representing 
the proletariat of all the races. The 
privileged few hundred thousand are 
ranged against the unprivileged mil- 
It is from a ction of the 
latter that the call for 
comes. And now we find Francis Jo- 
seph deliberately weighing the chances, 
Whether it is better to yield to the 


coalition party and yet leave the So- 


cilalist party wholly unappeased: or 
to play for the oe of the masses 
by granting man suffrage, and 
lefting the Magyar faction, who are 
far from being universally popular, 
stew in the juices of their discontent? 
It is between these two decisions that 
the balance is at the present moment 
trembling.

REV. ROBERT J. BURDETTE AT 
MONROVIA MEETING. 


Pictures Results of Big Gathering in 
London—Reports to Association 
Show Growth of Church Locally. 
Low Salaries of Preachers Deplored. 
Officers Elected. 


(SPRCIAL, CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIVES.) 

MONROVIA, Oct. 5.—The Baptists of 
Los Angeles county heard today in 
their association a report of the Baptis: 
World Congress that was held in Lon- 
don last July. Out of this great gath- 
ering there has grown the “Baptist 
World Alliance,”” which is intended to 
give this denomiration the influence of 
its great memberthip. The story of the
